Anyone using 572B tubes in the Collins amp 
without changing the bias will have hum on 
the audio and not much more power out than 
the 8lls, The 572s will require C10 to be at 
least 20uf, This will give the proper bias, 
more power output and good audio, Without the 
change, the only improvement will be longer 
tube life,A muffin fan on the rig helps also.
